Grandmothers from 
around the world are work¬ 
ing together to help grand¬ 
mothers care for children 
orphaned by AIDS. 

Fort Erie Grandmothers 
have banded together to 
help the cause by organiz¬ 
ing a concert featuring 
singer-songwriter Justin 
Hines to perform at the 
Sanctuary Centre for the 
Arts in Ridgeway on May 
17, said organizer Deb 
Malcom. 

"The concert is some- 


have an entertainer with 
such high calibre perform 
at the Sanctuary to support 
our work," Malcom said. 

Hines was the recipient 
of the Order of Ontario 
which was presented to him 
on Jan. 23 at Queen's Park. 

He has been featured on 
CBS Sunday Morning and 
he embarked on a North 
American tour last year 
called The Vehicle of 
Change, where he part¬ 
nered with charities in each 
city and donated all of the 
proceeds back to the chari- 

Hines is the founding art¬ 
ist of The Agency for 
Extraordinary People which 
is based in Toronto. The 
organization focuses on 
artists with exceptional tal¬ 
ents and stories. Hines was 
born with Larsen’s 
Syndrome, a congenital 
joint condition which 


caused him to permanently 
require the use of a wheel- 

Proceeds from the event 
will support the Stephen 
Lewis Foundation’s 
Grandmothers to 

Grandmothers Campaign 
which provides financial 
assistance and emotional 
support to grandmothers in 
African communities who 
care for orphaned children, 
Malcom said. 

The campaign was 
launched in 2006 in 
response to the emerging 
crisis faced by African 
grandmothers as they 
struggled to care for many 
children orphaned by 
AIDS. 

Because of the campaign, 
there are now more than 
240 grandmothers groups 
across Canada that have 
raised more than $19.5 mil- 

The event features a silent 
auction and music from 
duo Ash and Bloom. 

Malcolm said everyone is 
welcome to assist the 
grandmothers in Fort Erie. 

"You don’t have to be a 
grandmother to help. You 
can be a ’Grandother.’ I 
have two sons and no 
grandchildren."

The stigma behind a name can have a powerful affect

This world is tilled with 
plenty of labels for people. 
These labels can define our 
relationships, our jobs, the 
way we eat and what we 
like. 

There are labels for 


everything, even diseases 
and mental disorders. 

Labels can be important 
because they help us iden¬ 
tify and understand each 
other as people. 

The problem is that some 
labels come with a stigma, 
and once we have one of 
these labels, people see us 
as nothing but that label. 

I find it frustrating when 
someone refers to a child 
as 'an autistic child.' 

My skin crawls when I 
hear that because it implies 
that child is only autistic 
and nothing else. 

I don't hate a lot of 
things—but attaching a 
label to a child or adult that 
limits who they are and all 


they can be really bothers 

Yes, a child may have 
autism, but he or she is not 
just autistic. 

A child, or an adult may 
have a mental disorder or a 
disease, but may also have 
the same thoughts, feelings 
and interests as the rest of 

This week, I sat down 
with Fort Erie resident Bill 
MacPhee who will be pro¬ 
moting his new book To 
Cry a Dry Tear: Bill 
MacPhee's Journey ofHope 
and Recovery with 
Schizophrenia. 

If I had met Bill on the 
street, I never would have 
suspected he has lived with 


such struggles. 

He has had a successful 
career, started his own 
magazine to raise aware¬ 
ness and educate people 
on the mental disorder, 
and has a loving wife and 
children. 

He leads a life that might 
cause some people to be 
surprised to hear of his 
diagnosis. 

He explained to me that 
people once thought indi¬ 
viduals with a schizophre¬ 
nia diagnosis were crazy 
and had multiple person¬ 
alities. People with his 
diagnosis were often kept 
in mental health hospitals, 
he said. 

Bill also told me that 


people often associate 
schizophrenia with mur¬ 
derers or other people who 
have done horrendous 

But in reality there are 
millions of people living 
healthy, normal lives 
thanks to treatment and 
medication. 

When Bill was diagnosed 
at 24 years old, he lost his 
job and his friends. His 
path to recovery was a dif¬ 
ficult one. But now he is 
working to change the 
name of his mental disor¬ 
der to change the way peo¬ 
ple view it. 

I applaud him for his 
efforts to do so and I 
encourage everyone to 


read his story in the Fort 
Erie Times this week. 

Bill is an example of 
someone who, through his 
suffering, has something to 
teach us all. 

The next time you use a 
label to describe someone, 
dig a little deeper to leam 
more about that person. 

We are all more than just 
a label.

The 
mobile clinic provides youth 
17 and under free preventa¬ 
tive dental services which 
include Fluoride treatments, 
sealants, cleaning, and edu¬ 
cation about proper brush¬ 
ing and flossing techniques. 
Funding for the program is 
provided through the 
Ministry of Health and Long- 
Term Care’s Healthy Smiles 
Ontario program. 

The mobile dental clinic 
visited Peace Bridge Public 
on Tuesday and Wednesday 
as part of Public Health’s 
elementary school program 
which provides dental 


screenings to children in 
kindergarten and Grades 2, 
4,6 and 8, Chipman said. 

"Out of these screenings, 
we find children that require 
a fluoride treatment, clean¬ 
ing or dental sealants,” she 
said. 

“We provide a list of kids 
and send consent forms 
home to parents telling them 
the mobile bus will be at 
their school to do treatments 
free of charge.” 

Chipman said the mobile 
dental clinic provides an 
important service because it 
removes barriers for clients 
that may not otherwise have 

Tooth decay is the most 
common and chronic health 
problem, according to 
Chipman. 

“We encourage parents as 
their child grows their first 
tooth to visit a dentist or a 
dental hygienist,” she said.

Along with allowing resi¬ 
dents to call in poffioles, 
some municipalities, such 
as Niagara Falls and 
Niagara Region, provide an 
online reporting option, 
which has been well 
received. 

"I applaud them for giv¬ 
ing the public that oppor¬ 
tunity," says Rick Mauro, 
vice-president of market¬ 
ing and public relations for 
CAA Niagara, which has 
117,000 membersfrom Fort 
Erie to Grimsby. 

Because of the harsh 
winter, the agency is bump - 
ing up its annual Worst 
Roads poll, an online vote 
normally taken later in the 
spring. 

The campaign was 
launched Tuesday and res¬ 
idents can vote for roads 
they believe are in the 
worst condition across 
Niagara at www.wor- 
s treads.ca. 

When he asked some of 
his drivers how bad pot¬ 
holes are this year com¬ 
pared to past years on a 
scale of 1-10 —10 being the 
absolute worst — Mauro 
says the average response 

When Mauro asked his 
fleet supervisor which 
roads have the worst pot¬ 
holes, he was told it would 
be easier to give him a list 
of the streets without pot- 


"This issue pops to the 
surface of all our conversa¬ 
tions," says Mauro, point¬ 
ing to recent meetings with 
political leaders and police 
officers. 

"There is a degree of 
concern how this winter 
will affect our roads as 
opposed to the relatively 
benign winters we've expe¬ 
rienced the last few years." 

He says there are some 
safety concerns when driv¬ 
ers have to swerve into 
oncoming traffic to avoid 
potholes. 

Drivers tell him some of 
the worst streets include 
sections of Dominion Rd. 
in Fort Erie, Stanley Ave. in 
Niagara Falls, Riverside Dr. 
in Welland, Lincoln St. in 
Welland, and St. Paul St. in 
St. Catharines. 

Cities follow mainte¬ 
nance standards set out by 
the province when dealing 
with potholes. How quickly 
they're filled is usually 
based on how well trav¬ 
elled a road is, as well as 
how bad the pothole is. 

Geoff Holman, Niagara 
Falls' director of public 
works, says officials stay on 
top of potholes to ensure 
they don't turn into sink 
holes. He says road patrols 
are done every day, prob¬ 
lem areas are categorized 
by road classification and 
priorities are set accord¬ 
ingly. 

Marianne Tikky, manag¬ 
er of roadways for Niagara 
Falls, says the city has used 
20% more material to fill 


potholes than last winter. 

"We haven't had any cra¬ 
ters, but we have had 
claims of damaged tires." 

Ralph Scholz, Niagara 
Region's associate director 
of transportation opera¬ 
tions, says the Region is 
"probably spending about 
double" to repair potholes 
than last winter. 

"This is probably the 
worst winter we've had in 
about 20 years."
